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RACE IN AMERICA 

U.S. ON TRACK TO BECOMING *M A JORITY MINORITY,’ CENSUS SHOWS

WASHINGTON For the first time, there are 
more black, Hispanic and other minority babies 
being born in the U.S. than white babies, ac- 
cording to government data released Thursday 
that officially confirm what has been a long- 
growing trend. 

U.S. Census Bureau data show the United 
States is on its way to becoming “majority mi- 
nority,” with almost half of all young children 
currently from minority groups, including His- 
panic, black and Asian. As of July i, 50.4 percent 
of babies younger than age i were minorities or 
of more than one race, up from 49.5 percent in 
2010, the data showed. 

For children younger than age 5, 49.7 percent 
were a minority or mixed race last year, up from 
49.0 percent in 2010, according to the agency, 
which tracks the U.S. population. 


While the country has long been on course to 
see whites lose their majority the latest figures 
make it clear that the next generations of Amer- 
icans will look far different from today 

The figures are also likely to reignite debate 
over what it means to be an American in an elec- 
tion year where race, poverty and immigration 
are hot-button campaign issues. 

More than half of all residents in Hawaii, Cali- 
fornia, New Mexico, Texas and Washington, D.C., 
were minorities as of last year, the agency found. 

Overall, 36.6 percent of the U.S. population 
were minorities in 2011 compared to 36.1 per- 
cent in 2010. The 197.5 million whites still made 
up nearly two-thirds of the nation, the Census 
Bureau said. 

The largest and fastest-growing minority 
group in the U.S. last year remained Hispanics 
at 52 million, or nearly 17 percent of the nation’s 


population. The black population was 43.9 mil- 
lion. 

Asians were the second-fastest growing pop- 
ulation, growing 3 percent to 18 million. 

There were 6.3 million American Indian and 
Alaska Native residents and 1.4 million Native 
Hawaiians and other Pacific Islanders. 

Some experts on race and ethnicity say cur- 
rent immigrants are far less likely to “melt” into 
U.S. culture, while others say today’s minorities 
may soon see their heritage blend as whites did. 
Generations ago there were not “whites” but 
European groups that were identified as Irish, 
German, Italian and Greek, among others. 

The growing Hispanic population and related 
immigration concerns, particularly in southern 
states that border Mexico, are expected to be 
major issues in November’s presidential and 
congressional elections.

Cubs owners step in political mess

The Ricketts family, 
owners of the Chica- 
go Cubs, scrambled 
Thursday to control 
the fallout from a plan 
to politically attack 
President Obama. 
The plan reportedly 
was connected to the Rickettses’ father. 

The New ^rk Times first reported that 
a plan was submitted to Joe Ricketts to use 
$io million to fund Super PAC advertise- 
ments linking Obama to the controversial 
preaching of his onetime pastor, the Rev Jere- 
miah Wright, whose teachings were perceived 
as a political liability in 2008. 

Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts, who has been 
trying to get government help in rebuilding 
Wrigley Field, issued a statement distancing 
himself and the Cubs from the attack ad plan. 

‘As chairman of the Chicago Cubs, I re- 
pudiate any return to racially divisive issues 
in this year’s presidential campaign or in any 
setting— like my father has,” Tom Ricketts 
said in the statement. “I shall have no further 
comment on this or any other election-year 
political issue. My full-time focus is on mak- 
ing the Chicago Cubs a World Series champi- 
on, preserving Wrigley Field and making the 
Chicago Cubs a great corporate citizen.” 

Alayor Emanuel, Obama’s former chief of 
staff, called the proposed political attack an 
insult to the nation. 

“I don’t think that’s fitting in a campaign 
of any nature,” Emanuel said, cautioning that 
he does not have firsthand knowledge of the

Rickettses’ effort, “^u can have disagree- 
ments without being disagreeable.” 

Laura Ricketts, a major fundraiser for 
Obama and Cubs co-owner, also issued a 
statement: 

‘All of my family members and I love this 
coxmtry. ... That love of country was instilled 


in us by my father. We have different political 
views on how to achieve what is best for the 
future of America, but we agree that each of 
us is entitled to our own views and our right 
to voice those views,” she said. 

The Cubs are trying to work out a deal with 
the city that would involve using $150 million 


in city amusement taxes for a $300 million 
renovation of Wrigley Field. 

Brian Baker, president of the Super PAC 
Ending Spending Action Fund, heavily fund- 
ed by Joe Ricketts, issued a statement Thurs- 
day saying the attack ad against Obama won’t 
go forward.

NEW YORK Friends may be priceless. But 
‘friending’ is worth $38 a share. 

That’s what Facebook set as the initial price 
when its stock begins trading on Wall Street 
on Friday morning. That’s at the top end of the 
range analysts were expecting and gives the 
company a valuation of roughly $104 billion. 

That stock price will be the biggest open- 
ing ever for a tech company and the third- 
largest IPO in history— behind only Visa and 
Italian utility company ENEL. 

On the Web, reactions ran the gamut from 
deliriously hopeful to harshly negative for the 
social-media giant’s Wall Street potential. 

‘A $104 billion market capitalization puts 
Facebook at more than 100 times its trailing 
earnings,” wrote John Constine and Kim- 
Mai Cutler for technology blog TechCrunch. 
“That’s a big multiple to live up to, and it wiU 
likely need to add bold new revenue streams 


to justify the mammoth valuation.” 

And it wasn’t just the pros weighing in. In 
fact, it seemed like everyone on the Internet 
had an opinion. 

Business Insider posted a poll (obviously 
not scientific) asking readers where they 
thought the $38 stock would be by the end of 
the day Friday 

In early results, a pessimistic 17 percent 
said under $35. But the biggest cluster of re- 
spondents guessed somewhere between $40- 
55. (Thirteen percent said $40-45, another 
13 percent said $45-50 and, yes, yet another 
13 percent said $50-55). 

A hopeful 8 percent predicted the stock 
would skyrocket at otherworldly levels, 
winding up over $90 a share. 

While the market opens at 9:30 a.m.. Face- 
book’s shares won’t start trading until at least 
an hour or so later because it’s newly listed.

It once was home to soccer, women’s softball and Bears games. In 1944, a ski jumping competition 
was held there. But starting Friday, Wrigley Field will host one of its most storied matchups: Cubs vs. 
Sox. Whether you see Wrigley Field as the Friendly or the Unfriendly Confines this weekend, Wrig- 
ley is more than just a baseball park. 

“It was a multipurpose building up until the mid-’50s. The Harlem Globetrotters played there,” 
said Ed Hartig, who contributes to Cubs publications and served as a Wrigley Field tour guide for 
15 years. “It’s a tourist attraction in and of itself ... When they build new parks, the architects always 
come to Wrigley and they try to capture the essence of the park in their designs.” In anticipation of 
the Cubs-Sox matchup at Wrigley Field, RedEye counts down 10 of Wrigley Eield’s greatest hits.

that took time off for “John Carter,” Taylor 
Kitsch stars as Alex Hopper, a reckless slack- 
er forced into the Navy by his older brother

able way to work in the board game’s strategy 
of playing defense in the dark. It’s laughable 
on screen, and what’s wrong with that? 

More goofy rewards come from Kitsch’s 
“ENE’ castmate Jesse Plemons delivering the 
movie’s best one-liners. Individual moments, 
like that of a determined veteran who lost his 
legs and a kid facing an alien attacker, ulti- 
mately make “Battleship” more memorable 
than “The Avengers.” In a minor role, Ri- 
hanna’s performance makes the competent- 
enough Decker look like a seasoned pro. 

This completely outrageous effort didn’t 
need to stretch more than 131 minutes, 
especially with no more story to maintain 
than a movie based on the game of Tag. Still, 


director Peter Berg (“Hancock”) and veteran 
music producer Rick Rubin wisely include not 
one but two AC/DC songs. Like that band, 
“Battleship” is big, simple and hard-rockin’. 

It’s great when a summer blockbuster 
offers clever verses, but I’U settle for a killer 
chorus.

expect when you’re expecting. 

Now imagine the exact opposite and you’ll 
know what to expect from “What to Ex- 
pect,” which uncovers major breakthroughs 
such as the importance of communication 
and the eventual need for parents to agree on 
the baby’s name. Why has no one prepared 
parents for these trials before?! 

Adapted from Heidi Murkoff ’s heralded 
1984 self-help book, “What to Expect” trans- 
forms from a gestation expert to a casual 
observer with no interest in preparation 
whatsoever. None of the characters spend 
any time researching anything, so when an 
adopting couple (Jennifer Lopez, Rodrigo 
Santoro) hears that they must continue 
teaching their son about his Ethiopian heri- 
tage, it’s the first time they’ve considered the 
country as anything but an adoption site and 
a round-trip ticket. 

Rosie (Anna Kendrick) and Marco (Chace 
Crawford) seem surprised that a one-night 
stand can result in pregnancy leading to a 
so-called player’s smoothest-ever transition 
to sudden commitment. Meanwhile, Wendy 
(Elizabeth Banks) envies how effortless

pregnancy looks on her father-in-law’s 
trophy wife (Brooklyn Decker), who says 
“/all” a lot in the only Southern accent of 
this Atlanta-set story Eor those wondering 
just how a rich, beautiful TV star copes with 
the pressures of pregnancy Jules (Cameron 
Diaz) grows a little one while hosting the 
weight-loss show “Lose It and Weep,” which 
offers other characters a chance to laugh at 
the overweight people working to shed some 
pounds. 

Not only does no one express thoughts 
or fears about their babies’ health, a group 
of dads (including Chris Rock and Thomas 
Lennon) laughs off the foibles of parenting, 
including absent-mindedness that could 
easily result in life-altering injuries for their 
kids. Writers Shauna Cross (“Whip It”) 
and Heather Hach make no effort toward a 
movie about the daily struggles of pregnancy 
or the difficult, fragile beauty of human life. 
This unfunny and cheaply manipulative 
movie treats children like superficial cutie- 
pies as seen by someone who’s spent roughly 
five minutes with a kid. 

With this much intelligence about preg- 
nancy “What to Expect” may as well have 
come from the instructions on how to build 
a table.

Dangling on the edge of Texas 



Other filmmakers 
would condescend to 
the small-town folks 
of Carthage, Texas, 
who provide run- 
ning commentary 
throughout the true- 
life tale in “Bernie.” 
Not Richard Linklater, though. The “Dazed 
and Confused” director, a Texas native him- 
self, captures the perspectives of ordinary 
folks (talkin’ about fried mudcat and the like) 
set against a seriously bizarre story 

Portly mustachioed Bernie (Jack Black) 
earns the love of the entire community 
while serving as a church leader and assistant 
funeral director, taking extra care to check in 
on widows after their husbands have passed. 
He even befriends grouchy Marjorie (Shirley 
MacLaine), who’s alienated all of her family 
and friends but enjoys spending time with 
Bernie, who accompanies her on lavish trips 
and begins managing her finances. 

Obviously, this wouldn’t be much if 
something didn’t go wrong. Yet “Bernie” 
resists settling for easy answers as the story 



turns from a man willing to see the good 
in someone widely hated to a discussion of 
human nature and how people define their 
heroes and villains. Writing the script with 
Skip Hollandsworth (the writer of the Texas 
Monthly article on which the film is based), 
Linklater includes many actual comments 
from Carthage residents, who bring to life 


a small-town world in which public percep- 
tion can dwarf what happens behind closed 
doors. 

That said, “Bernie” and Black’s perfor- 
mance don’t quite get inside the develop- 
ment of Bernie and Marjorie’s relationship 
and any rising conflict within a man who 
liked the lifestyle but grew to despise a 


woman who mistreated him. Surely the 
Coen brothers would have gone darker with 
this story but with rich subject matter and 
a funny supporting turn from Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey as a district attorney, “Bernie” 
remains an intriguing, often-hilarious explo- 
ration of emotion’s ability to triumph over 
reason. And reason’s knack for fighting back.

‘Mansome’ needs makeover 


Morgan Spurlock 
evidently forgot he 
was making a docu- 
mentary not a celeb 
hangout session. 

Sure, it’s fun seeing 
executive producers 
Will Arnett and Jason 
Bateman discuss modern manhood while 
getting pedicures and massages, ^t the latest 
from a filmmaker (“Super Size Me,” “Where 
In the World is Osama Bin Laden?”) long 
focused on entertainment over enlighten- 
ment frequently prefers famous comedians 
making jokes over any useful examination of 
the film’s central idea. That means viewers 
get funny comments from Zach Galifiana- 
kis, who says his dad smelled like garlic and 
diesel fuel because “he sold diesel-covered 
garlic,” and Judd Apatow, who values chest 
hair to cover the space between his breasts. 
Yet Spurlock doesn’t even utilize the meat 
of his sources, failing to mention “I Love 
You, Man,” a movie plenty relevant to the 
discussion of 21st century masculinity, when 
interviewing Paul Rudd. 

“Mansome” includes average folks, too, 
such as a competitive facial hair champion 
and a professional wrestler who shaves his 


body constantly Big 
deal. Professional 
wrestling’s a perfor- 
mance anyway, so 
what these muscular 
dudes do repre- 
sents nothing in the 
cultural shift toward men who take a greater 
interest in their appearance and grooming. 
Spurlock covers this by chatting with the 
inventor of a groin-freshener called Fresh 
Balls and with Ricky Manchanda, a 35-year- 
old who identifies as metrosexual and admits 
to his need to physically account for his inse- 
curities.

Ballet experience not required

A ballet movie that 
goes beyond a few 
cliched shots of 
bloody toes? Bring 
it on. 

You don’t need to know anything about 
dancing to enjoy “First Position,” director 
Bess Kargman’s documentary that follows six 
dancers through the %uth America Grand 
Prix. Forget the showy trophies doled out at 
hotel competitions on “Dance Moms.” At 
this international competition, young ballet 
dancers vie for dance school scholarships 
and gigs in professional companies, attended 
by industry players and covered by dance- 
centric publications like it’s the ballet Super 
Bowl. 

Succinct interludes feed you just enough 
detail, such as breaking down how many 
dancers can win in a certain age division. 
That leaves the rest of the story to unfold 
through more telling moments such as a 
young boy showing off his BB gun and a tool 
he uses to stretch his feet in the same breath, 
or a mother dyeing the “flesh-colored” elastic 


straps on a costume to match her daughter’s 
dark skin. 

“First Position” tackles the most obvious 
questions: Are the girls anorexic? Do the 
boys get made fun of? It also serves as a win- 
dow into the reality that natural talent isn’t 
enough to make a professional ballet dancer. 
You also need the right physique (maybe 
you’re born with it), technique (courtesy 


of the right teacher) and financial situation 
(somebody’s gotta pay for those $2,500 per- 
formance tutus). 

Though you won’t get to know any of 
one of the dancers in-depth, you’ll become 
attached enough that you’ll gasp at their 
on-stage falls — and perhaps even tear up a bit 
during the climactic “Where are they now?”

Does the historic theme 
at new River North 
spot Argent deiiver?

Is it just me, or have Chicago chefs caught 
the nostalgia bug lately? Grant Achatz took 
us back to Paris in 1906 when he opened 
Next last spring. Then Au Cheval modern- 
ized the classic American diner for the new 
millennium, and Big Jones revamped its 
menu to focus on Southern dishes from spe- 
cific eras. This summer. River North’s Argent 
doles out your next culinary history lesson 
with a menu inspired by Chicago in the late 
18 00s, when the city rose from the ashes of 
the Great Fire to host the World’s Fair. 

If the offbeat theme of this spot (which 
replaces Asian steakhouse Aja inside the Dana 
Hotel) doesn’t catch your attention, the mass 
of local talent running it will. Argent is the 
creation of new restaurant group C.O.A.L., 
made up of nightclub owner Sean Mulroney 
(of Double Door and Delilah’s), chef and 
operator Toni Motamen (of Raw Bar in Wrig- 


leyville), marketing maven Julie Darling and 
“Design on a Dime” host Brice Cooper. 

Though this gleaming, swaggering time 
in Chicago is the jumping-off point, there’s 
still a hefty dose of Asian flavor in the mix, 
thanks to Rodelio Aglibot, the former Sunda 
chef who developed the menu, and execu- 
tive chef Jackie Shen, known for her time at 
pan-Asian Red Light. I sat down to dinner 
last weekend to give my taste buds a history 
lesson of their own. 

I couldn’t help but feel confused >. 

... after looking over the menu. In addition 
to some staples that characterized Midwest- 
ern food at the turn of the century there are 
also Asian-inspired dishes, hotel restaurant 
basics such as steaks and roast chicken, plus a 
raw bar for diners who just want to stop by for 
a dozen oysters. That’s a lot to throw into one 
pot, even for a restaurant as large as Argent. 

For a history lesson ... 

... scan the menu for dishes that sound 
like something your great-grandmother 
might have eaten. The “Because I’m French!” 
salad ($7) came with French dressing made

with a recipe from a circa-1856 cookbook in 
Aglibot’s personal collection. Though it was 
a great version of the classic, I would have 
been more impressed if it had veggies besides 
just mixed greens. The “SOS” portion of the 
menu is a reference to “(bleep] on a shingle,” 
a retro military term for creamed chipped 
beef on bread. In that category, the oxtail and 
bone marrow ragu ($15), which I slathered on 
grilled toast, has a hearty and savory flavor, 
but a few tough bites of gristle ruined it for 
me. When I asked for a recommendation 
from the entrees (labeled “Big As Plates,” to 
keep it PG-13, my server said with a wink), he 
recommended the old-school pork stroga- 
noff ($18). It tasted modern thanks to the 
refreshing, spicy combo of habanero pesto 
and creme fraiche, but the meat didn’t pack 
the porky, stick-to-your-ribs richness I craved 
from such a nostalgic dish. On the dessert

If you remember Aja: 

Then you might do a 
double take. Though 
the basic multi-leveled 
structure remains, it’s 
all dark, sleek metal and 
the sushi bar has been 
replaced by a raw bar 
with a “floating” counter 
suspended from the 
ceiling. 

When the weather’s 
warm: Sidewalk seating 
offers street-level views 
of State Street and a 
prime spot to sip wine 
and slurp oysters. 

The morning after: The 
weekend brunch menu 
features dishes such as 
lobster hash ($21) and 
a tuna BLT ($18) with 
wasabi-lime mayo. 
Reservations: 
Recommended for din- 
ner. Night owls should 
note that the kitchen 
stays open untill a.m. 
Fridays and 2 a.m. 
Saturdays. 

The crowd: Hotel 
guests mixed with date- 
night couples and girls- 
night-out groups. 



When the menu veers 
Eastern ... 

... it’s hit or miss. I was intrigued 
by the Spam nigiri ($5), inspired by a 
Hawaiian dish that took root when 
American troops were stationed 
in the Pacific during World War 
II. Browned sushi rice and the 
infamous canned lunch meat were 
cutely wrapped up with a ribbon 
of nori. It’s as salty as you’d expect, 
and unfortunately, the presentation 
is more novel than anything else. Seafood 
offerings are more successful; the hamachi 
sashimi ($15) was clearly high-quality and the 
raw and pickled jalapenos that come with 
it add a tart and spicy dimension. Similarly, 
sushi-grade scallops with ginger butter ($26) 
atop a golden baked polenta cake — a dish of 
Shen’s that strays from the historic theme— 
are fresh and seared perfectly 

For a pricey hotel meal ... 

... many of the polished touches you’d 
expect weren’t quite up and running during 
the second week of service. The cocktail 
list isn’t ready yet, an ice bucket for wine 
couldn’t be located until halfway through the 
meal and some pacing problems are still be 


worked out. Luckily, the remarkably polite 
servers made up for it with plenty of smiles 
and earnest hustle. 

Bottom line 

While its kitchen clearly is capable of deliver- 
ing flavorful, unique food. Argent seems to 
suffer from a lack of commitment. The time- 
traveling bit has worked at other restaurants 
when the chefs have committed completely; 
here, it feels like just a distraction from a solid 
raw bar and Asian-influenced dishes. When 
Aglibot’s flavors come through, the menu 
shines, but some of the throwback dishes I 
tried would be best left in the past.

What to eat and drink when you exercise 


CNN 

“Diet and exercise” is a phrase that goes hand 
in hand with losing weight. But what you eat 
or drink before, during and after your work- 
out is key to the weight loss process. 

Whether you run marathons, bike to work 
or walk around your neighborhood a few 
times a week— if you really want to optimize 
your workout, it’s time to check in on your 
diet. It’s all about moderation and balancing 
your food groups: protein and carbs, fruits 
and veggies, experts say 

So how do they all work together? 

Before a workout, it’s all about the carbs, 
said Carol Kelly a dietitian at Emory Univer- 
sity in Atlanta. “Carbohydrate is the fuel for 
our bodies, fuel for our brains. If you think of 
your metabolism as a fire, carbohydrate is the 
fuel that helps the fire burn hot.” You want 
a meal that includes quality carbohydrates, 
lean protein, heart-healthy fats and fluids. 
Without a sufficient carb supply, you could be 
breaking down muscle when you exercise. 

If you’re working out in the afternoon or 
after work, you want to make sure to eat a bal- 
anced lunch with some carbs. 

Here are a few options: 


» A turkey sandwich with a piece of fruit 
» Whole grain pasta with low-fat tomato 
sauce 

» A salad with grilled chicken 
If you’re working out first thing in the 
morning for an hour or less, breakfast can 
wait until after your workout. That’s because 
the body usually stores enough glycogen (the 
body’s long-term energy storage molecules) 
from the previous night’s dinner to fuel the 
workout. 

After exercise, refueling (breakfast) needs 
to happen within 30 to 40 minutes. That meal 
should look like a combination of carbohy- 
drates and protein, but not too much pro- 
tein: 10 to 20 grams, or a palm-sized piece of 
chicken, is enough. You can try some of these 
combinations: 


» Greek yogurt and an apple 
» Hummus and whole grain crackers 
» Grilled chicken and a baked potato 
If you do work out more than 60 minutes 
each day you’re going to have to up your carb 
and protein intake. And definitely don’t de- 
lay breakfast if you’re working out that long 
first thing in the morning. You’re going to 
need some fuel to keep you going, whether it’s 
some yogurt and toast or cereal with milk. 

You also can sip on a sports drink while you 
work out. Stick to drinks that have a 6 per- 
cent to 8 percent solution of carbohydrates 
and electrolytes to help you hit your workout 
goal. For those of us who aren’t competing in 
a triathlon just yet, plain old H2O has every- 
thing you need to stay hydrated during your 
workout— and during the day 

The important thing is to get moving first 
and then work your diet around your exercise 
routine.
